WINTER  SPORTS  WEEK-END

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MEMBERS  OF  '36  CLASS  WRITE 

OF  REACTIONS  TO  COLLEGE  LIFE 


Asked  by  The  Archon  to  write  about  their 
reactions  to  college  life,  several  college  fresh- 
men from  the  class  of  1936  have  sent  in  com- 
ments on  student  life  in  various  colleges. 

Freshman  on  His  Own  at  Harvard; 
Must  Plan  Studies 

Writing  from  Harvard,  Jim  Hess  emphasizes 
the  problem  which  confronts  a  freshman  in 
handling  his  scholastic  work.  "Undoubtedly 
the  most  striking  feature  of  college  life  is  the 
complete  freedom  with  which  his  new  alma 
mater  greets  the  freshman.  The  boy  is  entirely 
responsible  unto  himself  to  meet  his  freshly 
imposed  requirements.  The  first  tests  in  most 
freshman  courses  at  Harvard  come  the  first 
week  in  November:  the  courses  begin  the  first 
week  in  October,  and  a  month  of  poorly  al- 
lotted time,  misguided  preparation,  or  failure 
to  prepare  may  mean  serious  difficulties  and 
possibly  probation  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

"The  pace  is  faster  than  in  school.  Assign- 
ments are  given  over  longer  periods  of  time, 
and  in  reading  courses  much  more  material 
has  to  be  read  in  less  time,  and  a  more  detailed 
knowledge  is  expected  a  month  or  two  later. 
The  teachers  are  primarily  interested  in  the 
subjects  they  teach;  while  at  a  preparatory 
school  they  would  seem  to  be  interested  in  the 
boys  first  and  their  subjects  second,  and  this 
difference  in  point  of  view  makes  their  ap- 
proach to  teaching  quite  different. 

In  spite  of  college  freedom  and  worldliness. 
most  people  looking  back  at  their  school  days 
cannot  help  but  feel  that  the  college  would  be 
made  better  by  adopting,  if  it  could,  some- 
thing of  the  teacher-and-boy  relationship  com- 
mon to  the  best  kind  of  boarding  school  life." 

Fraternity  Problem  Must  Be  Met 
Sensibly  at  College 

Bill  Earnshaw,  writing  from  Brown,  dis- 
cusses as  follows  the  "rather  queer  feeling"  a 
freshman  has  about  fraternities: 

"Among  the  many  things  that  the  freshman 
who  is  starting  out  for  college  has  to  worry 
and  think  about  is  the  matter  of  fraternities. 
Of  course,  the  scholastic  part  is  of  much  great- 
er importance  as  far  as  staying  in  college  is 
concerned,  but  that  is  momentarily  forgotten 
in  the  enthusiasm  for  fraternity  life. 

"I  know  that  for  the  most  part  all  the  can- 
didates feel  a  rather  queer  feeling  when  thev 
first  get  to  college,  and  about  the  first  thought 
that  they  get  is  whether  they  will  be  able  to 
make  any  friends.

One  of  the  most  interesting  antiques  which 
the  school  owns  is  the  old  maple  Windsor  chair 
in  the  Mansion  House  living  room.  This  chair 
belonged  to  Samuel  Moody,  the  eccentric  and 
brilliant  teacher  who  became  the  first  Master 
of  the  Academy  in  1763.

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A  BYFIELD  ODYSSEY  -  Part   2

The  bridge  crossing  the  Parker  River  near 
Byfield  is  strewn  with  paper.  This  is  the  right 
way,  young  man,  but  you  are  far  from  home. 
The  dismal  ruins  on  your  right,  with  their  up- 
lifted chimney,  are  the  remains  of  the  first  in- 
corporated woollen  mill  in  Massachusetts.  The 
Scho field  brothers,  in  1794,  were  responsible 
for  turning  out  the  first  rolls  of  wool  carded 
by  machinery  in  the  United  States.  Because 
at  that  time  the  English  would  not  allow  the 
exportation  of  machinery  for  wool  to  America, 
the  ingenious  brothers  took  apart  a  carding 
appliance  in  England,  sent  part  of  it  to 
Charlestown  labelled  "agricultural  machinery," 
and  sent  the  rest  to  Salem. 

Colonial  Industries  Had  Beginnings 
In  School  Vicinity 

The  pieces  were  put  together  in  the  stable 
of  "Lord"  Timothy  Dexter,  an  eccentric  New- 
buryport  character.  Many  years  ago  Dexter 
wrote  a  book  without  any  punctuation  in  it. 
Upon  being  criticised,  this  worthy  put  his 
marks  of  punctuation  all  on  the  last  page  of 
the  book,  instructing  the  reader  to  sprinkle 
them  throughout  the  work — "salt  and  pepper 
to  your  taste." 

The  first  cut-nail  factory  flourished  in  a 
room  of  the  woollen  mill  sometime  after  1795. 
Mr.  Jacob  Perkins,  "the  Edison  of  his  time," 
devised  the  method  of  manufacture. 

Sixty  years  later,  furniture  was  constructed 
in  the  nail  factory  room  by  Henry  Durant,  a 
master  at  the  Academv.  In  1853  Durant  went 
west  to  Berkeley,  California,  and  founded  the 
University  of  California. 

Thurloiv's  Bridge  Over  Parker  River 
Once  A  Toll  Bridge 

Across  that  baffling  labyrinth  of  intersec- 
tions, past  the  house  of  Theodore  Roosevelt's 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  William  Moody,  and 
you  are  still  in  sacred  territory.  Here  is  the 
site  of  the  dwelling  of  an  ancestor  of  the  poet 
Longfellow.  Plowed  fields  are  difficult  to  run 
across,  especially  when  there  are  brambles  to 
be  cut  through,  but  a  haven  is  in  sight  where 
lives  a  kind  friend  to  all  Academy  boys.  The 
ancestors  of  Mr.  George  Adams  put  up  their 
house   on   land   bought   from   Llenry   Sewall 


progenitor  of  the  Chief  Justice.  The  toils  of  a 
paper  chase  runner  are  nothing  when  compared 
with  those  of  the  father  and  his  three  sons 
who  left  Mr.  Adams'  doorway  to  go  to  the 
Civil  War. 

The  yapping  of  the  dog  which  so  often 
plagues  cross-country  men — never  a  welcome 
sound  before — announces  that  Thurlow's 
Bridge  is  near,  an  honorable  vehicle  over 
which  to  pass  to  the  homeward  stretch.  Rich- 
ard Thorlay  was  allowed,  in  1654,  to  build  a 
bridge  at  his  own  expense,  so  he  chose  a  point 
at  which  he  could  make  falling  timber  span 
the  river.  He  was  permitted  to  charge  2d. 
apiece  for  horses,  cows,  and  oxen  using  his 
bridge,  but  there  could  be  no  charge  for  per- 
sons. 

The  first  ship  to  float  down  the  Parker  to 
the  sea  was  The  Beginning,  built  in  1677.  It 
was  constructed  above  Thurlow's  Bridge, 
somewhere  near  the  Caldwell  farm,  and  on  the 
way  downstream  it  smashed  into  the  bridge, 
which  was  promptly  rebuilt.  Further  repairs 
were  made  in  1680,  and  since  that  date  there 
has  been  no  toll  of  any  kind. 

Academy  Students  Staged  First  "Battle" 
Of  American  Revolution 

The  "first  battle  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion," according  to  tradition,  was  fought  on 
Thurlow's  Bridge.  It  was  a  two-man  fight  be- 
tween two  students  of  the  Academy,  David 
Ochterlony — later  to  be  a  Major  General  in 
the  British  army  and  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  East  India  Company's  Indian  Empire — 
and  Edward  Preble,  who  cleaned  out  the  Bar- 
bary  pirates  with  the  United  States  navy. 
Ochterlony  was,  of  course,  the  royalist.. 

Down  the  back  road  toward  the  Academy 
pounds  the  tired  runner — past  the  Boynton 
place  on  the  right.  Here  lived  Rufus  King  and 
Edward  Preble  during  their  student  days. 

Venus  is  resting  in  the  cradle  of  the  moon, 
and  the  bright  evening  cloud  settles  behind 
Sunset  Hill  as  the  youthful  Odysseus,  in  hi?. 
last  weary  strides,  nearly  bumps  into  his  last 
landmark,  our  venerable  Milestone.  Perha^- 
the  Milestone  is  weary,  too,  having  served 
faithfully  on  the  Old  Turnpike  from  1708  un- 
til 1803,  when  the  new  road  was  built  which 
passes  bv  at  a  distance.  Or  is  the  old  stone 
merely  sleeping,  now  that  her  road  is  no  more?
